East Indian Sporting Sketches.—No. 27 . 

Athletics in India are becoming more and more 
popular day by day. Tbe vigorous, go-abead Anglo- 
Saxon blood must find a vent for its superfluous caloric; 
instead of letting it eat up the liver like Promethean 
vultures, it takes to athletics, and bids to vanish into 
thin air or to lard the lean with that superfluous vital¬ 
ity which otherwise would consume the vitals and sap 
away the energy of manhood. Some twenty years ago 
racquets, riding and shooting were thought insufficient 
work for the body beyond a field or a ride after pig. 
Gradually, and more especially after the abolition of 
John Company and the introduction of public schools- 
men by open competition into the various branches of 
Anglo-Indian official work—with the introduction of 
these into the civil department, and of Royal 
Military College cadets into the military department, 
an athletic clement began to be infused into Indian 
life. Cricket become decidedly info popular favor, and 
was soou established as a sine qua non of every well¬ 
sized station. The young athletes in regiments orga¬ 
nized cricket clubs and set on foot athletic sports, such 
as running, jumping, walking, hurdle-racing, pitting 
the weight, &c. The active among the men followed 
the lead of their officers, and speedily the fever spread 
from the military to the civilians, and the native 
schools adopted the sports of the ruling nationality. 
In 1868 there was very considerable amount of athletics 
going on all over India, and even this has since been 
accelerated by the introduction and popularization of 
foot-ball, of all games the most arduous in a hot cli¬ 
mate like that of India. Foot-ball is well enough in 
the winter in the high lands of the interior, where in 
the early morning the thermometer is down below the 
forties of Fahrenheit, but at the coast stations it sure¬ 
ly requires pluck and abundant vitality. 

My object now, however, is not to write a regular 
dissertation on athletics, but to relate to my readers 
one incident in particular which will show first the i 
ability of the European to stand the climate; second, i 
the opinion held by the 11 Griffin'’ or fresh importation i 
as to the enervating effects of living in the couatry i 
any length of time; third, a glimpse of the ordinary ( 
mess life and routine of the anny in India, which t 
otherwise could hardly have been appropriately shown c 
in these sketches. , 

Early in 186-, my regiment was quartered in Luck- 6 
now, and an outgoing regiment was to be relieved by a c 
regiment fresh from England.

I had a pretty good record in England over half mile 
and any longer courses, and knew that with training I n 
could run it under the five minutes if necessary; from 
all accounts it would be necessary to do so, because of 
two very fast men, the one in the Lancers, the other in u 
‘he artillery, who were reputed flyers and stickers, 
t-asey, of the artillery, was an old opponent, who had

woods to McKillip’s Mills, where they were repacked 
in boxes with ice, taken to Escanaba in our skiff, 
thence by steamer to Chicago, where many friends had 
a complete surprise. Every one who saw the elegant 
trout acknowledged that they were the largest and fin¬ 
est ever brought into the city, 

I should like to give the incidents connected with the 
winding up of the trip, but I have already made this 
too long. I could not k>ve it in fewer words, which 
please excuse.

The Point* of & Good Dog-. 

Whatever diftercnccs of opinion sportsmen may 
entertain upon other matters, all will certainly agree 
that the points constituting a good dog are : 1st, nose: 
2d, staunchness; 3d, pace; 4th, endurance; 5th, intelli¬ 
gence; und nib, blood. These are all so essential that 
the absence of any one of them will at once brand the 
dog as inferior, yet a well balanced combination of all 
these qualities is rarely met with, and hence but few 
dogs will bear close criticism. There can be no doubt 
however, that breeders can improve their stock by 
proper care and selection approximating it to the ideal 
more and more closely, till all the above-named quali¬ 
fications are present in a greater or less degree, but to 
do this it is necessary that a full understanding be had 
of just what iB conveyed by each term used in forming 
this stundard of excellence. 

By nose we mean that sentient condition of the ol¬ 
factory nerves that enables the thoroughly good dog to 
delect the trail of his game under even the most unfa¬ 
vorable circumstances of wind and ground. In no one 
respect do dogs differ more than in this, and even the 
best animal will display far greater powers of scent on 
some occasions than on others ; but it is the general 
ability which determines the rank of the animal, und 
one that usually excols may be pardoned if he occa¬ 
sionally fails to do himself justice, since the nose is so 
intimately connected with the physical system that a 
slight derangement of the latter will, for the lime be¬ 
ing, blunt the perceptive faculties of the former To 
deserve the highest reputation, a dog must be able to 
catch the faintest taint when going at full speed up or 
even down the wind, and to locate his bird with cer¬ 
tainty. To do this he must carry his nose well. The 
manner in which a dog carries his nose may seem a 
matter of little consequence, but a glance’ at well- 
known facts will soon show that it is far otherwise 
Experience teaches us that scent naturally rises and is 
strongest in the air, hence a high-headed dog wi’ll wind 
his bud much farther than one that follows by foot 
trail. Again, we find when birds are wild, a dog with 
high head that draws the body scent, can approach 
much nearer than one that roads his game. So mark¬ 
ed have been the repeated proofs of this, that "low nose, 
no nose,” has become almost a'proverb with the best 
sportsmen. Nor Is it any proof to the contrary that a 
few dogs, after carriage, display grand scenting pow¬ 
ers, or that on occasional days the condition of the at¬ 
mosphere causes the scent to fall, and bo places the 
high-headed dog at a disadvantage. These are all ex¬ 
ceptions to the rule, and cannot constitute anv legiti¬ 
mate offset to it. 

Staunchness or rentention of point, is practically all 
essential, as without it the best nosed dog will give the 
sportsmen no chance to make a bag. Of what value 
is the dog’s power to find game if he flushes it before 
the gun can come within shot? "ldstone,” quoting 
from an old sporting magazine, says that the old Span¬ 
ish pointer has been known to stand for twelve hours, 
and in another place he Bpeaks of an instance related 
by a reliable witness where a dog was found frozen 
dead upon bis point, having been probably over-work¬ 
ed by his master at the close of day—“but there was 
the poor victim stark and dead, a martyr to his profes¬ 
sion, a victim to his training and culture.” While of 
course we do not consider such lasting points either : 
necessary in the dog or humane in the master, who 
would require his faithful animal to stand with weary i 
limbs and aching muscles for an unreasonable length i 
of time, we still say that a dog cannot be too staunch < 
naturally. He should be staunch enough to maintain I 
his point till his master comes up and flushes the birds i 
or bids the dog hie on. Even though this requires a < 
long time, and even when the dog is forced to break i 
point, he should be so trained that instead of flushing t 
he will retreat from point, seek bis master, and bring i 
him back to the birds. All this we have frequently i 
seen done, and know that it can be taught a dog of or- a 
dinary intelligence. So essential do we esteem thorough t 
staunchness, that if we bad a dog with every other c 
quality, but lacking in this, we would not give him i 
kennel room. r 

Pace Is essential in general work, as it saves the gun t 
the trouble and labor of following the dog over the en¬ 
tire range. On open ground a dog can hardly go too ii 
fast provided ho has nose enough to prevent his over h 
running birds, and also that he be under proper control t 
so that when the bevy is scattered he will come down to b 
short steady work, which is necessary to secure close 
lying birds. In a country where game is scarce or ii 
where there is a large expanse of territory to be beaten b 
or upon our prairies, a fast dog will find double the a 
birds than a slow poking hunter can, and of course give a 
proportional satisfaction to his master. There are, a 
however, circumstances and places where a great turn ii 
of Bpeed is not only undesirable but detrimental to 
success, as in woodcock and ruffed grouse shooting n 
where the dog must not range beyond gun shot ami ti 
must go slow and cautiously if he is to secure points. 

It may be said that this is a matter of mere breaking, la 
but we do not think so, as the natural tendency to n: 
work quick will render the dog harder to break and 
more difficult to keep steady. Pace is relative or must ei 
be regulated by the work and country in which the dog m 
is used, Bince a bush dog would be useless in the open, gi 
and a field dog with his proper dash and range a w 
nuisance in cover. j e 

Without endurance a dog is worthless for any field b< 
purposes. Naturally great speed is more trying to a dog's gi 
powers than its opposite, hence those intended for oi 
open work must be especially sound In constitution and p< 
f™“ e - ] °° n ‘ tt °y to® dogs whose reputation has nt 
been made by English field trials, are Incapable of any yi 
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those of Mr. Llewellin’s Field Trial strains with some 
few others, have stood many consecutive days 1 severe 
work over the roughest moors, but where one such ani 
mal is found there will be many whose bolt will be shot 
long ere sundown, and who cannot leave the kennel on 
the second day. Does of unquestionable endurance 
y are especially needed in this country, where the great 
, majority of our sportsmen own but one animal, and 
i,’ require him to do extensive and varied work. Few of

u briars or frost hardened weeds, and if we are to

il Intelligence is displayed in more wayB than the mere 
1 - f. ase w ',“ which the dog accepts his preliminary Instruc- 
o t ‘ on - lhle certainly makes the breaker’s task more 
d pleasant and easy, but it miiBt be carried beyond this 
into the dog s every day life if he is to become a highly 
6 useful animal. The best breaker that ever handled a 
! dog cannot make him acquire a knowledge of the hab- 
o °;,u |8 ? an,e > even though he attords his pupil every 
i- pcss'pie opportunity to learn these. The dog's natural 
e mtvlligence must be in many respects bis sole instructor 
e an d J usl w proportion to the degree he possesses will he 
d constantly advance towards perfection, or remain in the 
j ranks of mediocrity. 

4 Though we have placed blood last it must not be sup- 
posed that we consider it of less importance than the 
o before named qualities. On the contrary wc deem it a 
ft tine qua non , without which the dog is only at best a 
i- creature of to-day, a shadow that passes with his brief 
life. If we have by good fortune's aid secured all the 
o essential qualities save this to a dog, is it not a matter 
r of great regret that we cannot depend upon the trans¬ 
mission of such rare goodness to succeeding generations? 
We are fully aware that there are many men who will 
believe that “ like will beget like" under all circum¬ 
stances, but all we can say is, that the experience of 
breeders in every class of animals bas proved that like 
must have a foundation to build upon, or at best some 
controlling law which will prevent erratic swervings 
( from the direct line. Blood alone is the sure founda- 
, Hon and the law. This is certain so far as anything 
, can be certain which is not in itself infinite in its pow¬ 
er. When blood is present a great majority of its in¬ 
heritors will fully sustain the prestige of the past, and 
save the breeder and the breaker from the bitter disap-

Turner’s Kennel. 

To The Fiei.d.— Situated seven miles from 8t. Louis 
on the Lucas and Hunt road, and gracing one of the 
most elevated points of St. Louis Co., stands the ken¬ 
nel of Mr. Chas. H. Turner. 

Arriving at the kennel grounds, the trainer met us at i 
the gate, and after a few inquiries as to the state of 
health enjoyed by the aristocratic inmates, we entered. ’ 
The grounds comprise some ten acres, surrounded by a i 
12 ft. close picket fence, so carefully constructed that | 
a rat would have hard work to find a hole to crawl . 
through. 

Near the centre of the grounds stands a neat little t 
cottage, constructed especially for the use of the train- 
er. To the left, and some 20 ft. away, is the kennel 
yard, the home of some as fine dogs as man ere looked 
upon. " 

The yard is about 50 ft. square, being surrounded by r 
a picket fence similar to the one above mentioned, and 
entered by a gate on the east side. Inside of this in- a 
closure is the kennel, about 16 feet square, the sides v 
being parallel to the yard fence. The yard is divided r 
into four triangular parts, formed by a fence from each 
of the four corners of the house to each corner of the 
yard. The house is sub-divided similar to the yard, in¬ 
to four triangular parts. The floor is about IS inches 
Above the ground, being formed of tight flooring, d 
which keeps all dampness out. The dog enters by a G 
suitable sliding door. In the right corner kennel I no- tl 
ticed the bed, elevated some 16 in. above the floor, tl 
composed first of a layer of cedar sawdust, on which d 
is placed straw. In the opposite side is a similar ar- n 
rangemtfnl to accomodate any aristocratic visitor for- y 
tunate enough to enter this kennel. h 

In each yard there is a trough, in which fresh water h 
is constantly kept, being supplied from a well close at b 
hand. The ground is covered with sand, thus enabling p 
the yard to be easily cleaned and kept in a good and tl 
healthy condition. 0j 

The kennel stands on a slight slope, thus afford- tl 
ing a natural drainage.. The bouse is surmounted y< 
by a small tower with open sides, which allows fresh qi 
air to circulate freely. Everything is neatly white- ir 
washed and in good condition, and on the whole it is gi 
about as near complete as one could wish, nothing be¬ 
ing spared to make the dogs comfortable. to 

I suggested the place should be called Kennilworth, bi 
not on account of any romantic history in its connec- th 
tion, but on account of the worth of the kennel. of 

This kennel is composed of the purest blood old Ire- fo 
land can produce, and its present owner proposes to Iri 
make this class a specialty. as 

Our first visit was to "Erin," who resides in the cast- Tl 
era yard. As we entered the gate this beautiful sped- gr 
men of this breed capered around and manifested an 
great joy at seeing us. Erin is dark red in color, with »n 
white breast, very short coupled, stout and compact; do 
feathered beautifully, and remarkably active. He was mi

The southern yard was occupied by the last importa¬ 
tion, which only arrived last week with their Dublin 
prize ribbons still flying on them—" Elcbo” and “ Loo 
11, both 2d prize winners at the late Dublin show 
from which they came direct. They were imported 
through Mr. Cooper, of Limerick, Ireland, a personal 
friend of Mr. Turner’s, to whom he telegraphed to send 
him the first dog and bitch at the Dublin show. This 
is the pair Mr. C. selected as being superior to the 1st 
prize dogs.

Newtownards. 1875, and 2d prize at Dublin, 1875. 
The sire and dam of Elcbo, referred to in his pedigree 
above, were purchased especially on account of the ex¬ 
cellent blood noted for itspurity. They were sent to 
Mr. Oppenheimer, of St. Petersburg, where Elcho was 
bred, and afterwards owned by Mr. Robt. 8. Oreenhill 
a member of the late Irish rifle team, and perhaps Borne' 
of our American riflemen may have seen the dog In 
Ireland.

The 
progeny of Don have turned out remarkably well and 
give every promise of making fine dogs. The oldest 
are now about one year old. Guy’s pups are still too 
small to put in the field. “LuceRa,’ 1 three months old 
by “ Don,” out of “Frisk," is a very handsome pup. ’ 

Two more dogs are now en route from the Emerald 
Isle destined for this kennel, so when they arrive I 
think the present importation of this gentleman should 
cease for awhile. He is determined to have the best, 
and is going to try and have sufficient here to prevent 
in-breeaing- 

Tbis constitutes tbe entire Irish stock of the kennel 
The remainder consists of the imported Irish spaniel 
dog and bitch, “Bruce" and “Fannie." Also a Beagle 
bitch and seven pups. The entire kennel will be on 
exhibition at the coming Chicago show, and certainly 
deserves the notice of breeders from the mere fact that 
they were sent here as Ireland's best, regardless of

Game in N. J.—The Chicago Show. 

To The Fielij:—W ith us the shooting season Is 
drawing to a close. On the 15th of this month Ruffed 
Game can patrole with safety their feeding grounds, as 
the law passed last winter made the time for shooting 
them commence fifteen days earlier and close fifteen 
days sooner. They have been very abundant in the 
mountainous portions of the State, more so than for 
years past. Quail are scarce - excepting where they 
have been obtained from the South, sent and let loose 
here. The Southern Jersey Sportsmen Association 
have engaged five thousand from North Carolina to 
place on their grounds, comprising several counties in 
the southern portion of the State. It will soon be the 
only way that wc can expect to have good shooting at 
this finest of game birds. In fact, to those who have 
young dogs to handle,it is almost indispensable to have 
quail to hunt them on, and tbe trouble und expense of 
traveling to the West or South with your dogs iB too 
great for many to undertake. 

We are all much interested in the coming dog show 
to be held in Chicago in January. There is no doubt 
but what it will be the largest and best conducted show 
that has so far been held in this country. The an-ay 
of such setters alone will repay the visiting sportsman, 
for although we all have beard so much about the Red 
Irish dog, very many have never seen him in his puriiy 
as he can be seen now from the recent importations. 
There arc other kinds and breeds of Bporting dogs that 
great interest has been tnken in of late. The small 
and beautiful pure Eng. Beagle, with his straight legs 
and beautifully cut out head and well hung ear, is a 
dog that many have thought they had, but in very 
many cases are a mixture of the Dachs Hund. A dog 
very different in build and looks—the 8paniel. the 
beautiful Spaniel, for they are truly handsome to look 
at, is also a dog that to many will call for attention 
There are very many breeds of the Spaniel, as the 
books of authority state, and therefore the distinct 
breeds should be looked upon as in their purity 
although when crossed are still a beautiful dog, but do 
not deserve the distinct name.

Not the “ Ducks » they Wanted. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8, 1875. 

To The Field: —In the latter purl of last August I 
made a trip for summer ducks. Before I went 1 was 
very enthusiastic on the subject, but reuliiy deals ro¬ 
mance uiauy a hard blow. An acquaintance, and a 
very ambitious shooter, tilled my vision so lull of sum¬ 
mer ducks that in my dreams and waking hours 1 could 
see myself slaughtering them by thousauds. The be- 
foreuientioned shooter hud been over ofteu, uud bad 
always had, in his own words, " more shots than he 
cared to take.” 1 determined to lake a shot at them 
myselt, aud if I had ouly remained silent about it 1 
would have saved myselt much. 

One atteruoon two gunners might have been seen to 
take the cars for a short trip across the river. Alter a 
short ride the gunners were dropped at Roaches, aud 
they waded their way towards the marsh. A bout was 
engaged, and in it the party emburked. I took the 
middle seat, and the other tellow the stern, aud a 
double paddle to propel the institution. We had with 
us a pushing pole, and as the other party seemed to 
want to use it 1 made no objection. After crossiug a 
short stretch of open wuter, we came to the marsh. 1 
had put in two shells loaded with No. -i's, and w hen a 
large bird rose in front of me 1 brought him down in 
tine style, and came near dropping me fellow in the 
stern m the water, who was not looking uiy way, and 
• the sudden voice made her start. 1 in anted down well, 
and after some hard pushing through the reeds we 
picked up a bird with too many joints in the neck to be 
a duck. The fellow who did the pushing was mad , I 
had nothing to say. As we hud gone that far in the 
marsh, we concluded to push through. We had not 
proceeded many yards betore we started a white crane, 
and the fellow behind dropped his pole, look up his 
gun, tired, and went overooard. The water was not 
deep, still in the position he was he would have drowu- 
ed it he had lam slid, but he didn't, aud arose with the 
water running out of bis pockets aud both barrels of 
his gun. i hud no remark to make, but thought of an 
animated fountain in some public square. He did not 
attempt to gel in the boat there, but pushed it before 
him to a more open place, and then came near making 
me as wet as himself in his effort to get out of the 
water. How the water did run off of him! Although 
he was silent he was not at ail dry. 

in all this lime we had not set eyes on a duck. 1 
asked where we would be likely to come upon them, 
but got no reply, and concluded that the best thing we 
could do was to go home. The bout’s bead was turned 
to the wharf, uud alter a time we reached there in 
safety and tied the boat to the ring. We had not long 
to wait belore the train came along, and we were soon 
aboard aud off for Washington, wuicb we reached in 
due “schedule time.” 

I cannot conceive what induced so many of my 
friends to come to the depot on that particular night, 
but there they were, and we had hardly landed belore 
I was asked by several where were the ducks. 1 had 
promised one or more of them a pair of ducks for the 
next day's dinner, and they seemed to me to be over 
eager to secure them. 1 hardly knew what to say, for 
one fellow had offered to Ucl a supper wc would not 
kill a duck, and I hud been foolish enough to take him 
up, and there he was, usklug "if we would have wood¬ 
cock on toast.” 1 did not care lor auy myself, but paid 
the bill. 1 have come to ihc conclusion that it is 
very unhealthy to go on the marsh-, y ou are apt to 
get billious fever, aud further, summer ducks are loo 
fishy in taste to be a good article of food.

The Late Mine. Dojuzct. 

Commenting on the announcement of the demise of 
Mme. Dejiizct, which occurred in Baris reeeutly. The 
New York Hun says: "The ever youthful Pauline 
Virginie Dejazet has departed to a belter world. She 
was 77 years old, and hail spent on the stage not Icsb 
thau 72 years. Boor old woman ! Seventy-two yCurs 
bt labor for the sake of giving recreation to her coun¬ 
trymen, and then a death in poverty ! 

“ Her lirst debut was at the Tbcutrc des Capucincs 
in ‘ Fanchon toule seule.’ She was then five years 
old, and never abandoned Ihe stage uflerwurd. Three 
youiB ago she was in London, aud played, danced, and 


sang couplets at the age of 74 just as brightly as she 
did under the first Napoleon, and wore man's clothes 
on the stage of the London Opera Comique with the 
same graceful ease as she did in the ‘Premieres armes 
de Richelieu ’ at the Palais Royul nearly half a century 
before. 

“ Her first great success was in the role of the fairy 
Nabotte in ‘La Belle au bois dormant,” at the Vaude¬ 
ville. That was in 1817. Four years later she was at 
the Gyuinase, where she met her great rival, Mme. 
Volnys (Leontine Fay), aud had to pass to the Theatre 
des Nouveautes, where she created an immense sensa¬ 
tion by playing the part of the boy Napoleon in ‘Bo¬ 
naparte a Brieuuc.’ After the Juiy revolution she en¬ 
tered the Palays Royal, where ‘ L'Eufance de Louis 
XII,' ‘Vert Vert,' ‘Judith el Iloloferne,' ‘Frctillon,’ 
aud ‘ Les premieres armes de Richelieu' secured for 
her the great popularity she has ever since enjoyed. 
Later on, ' Le Vicomte Letoriercs,' ‘ Les trois gam¬ 
ins,’ * Le Sergeant Frederic,' and ‘ Dentil Bernard ’ 
were among her great plays at the Gaiete, the Varie¬ 
ties, ami the Folios Nouvclles, which latter theatre 
took the name of Theatre Dejazet, and bears it still. 

"The great specialty of Dejazet was the impersona¬ 
tion of young men. Slenderly built, vivacious, adroit, 
and pretty, she had no rival in this kind of characters, 
and has still no successor. There was a time when 
the three names of Raehel, Mars, and Dejazet were 
daily appearing on the play-bills of their respective 
theatres, and the old Parisians Ihink that those were 
the days of the real glory of Ihe French drama. At 
all events, these three women established me tradi¬ 
tions of the modern French stage. Vet while Rachel 
and Mare died rich, Dejazet, after working nearly ns 
much as her two sister in lists put together, scarcely 
leaves anything. She was proverbially generous, aud, 
if she is said to have ruined many of her admirers, 
she seems to have uever known that a refusal of help 
to u poor fellow-being was possible. * 

In her private life she was like Dante Gabriel Ro- 
setli’s 

Lazy, laughing, languid Jenny, 

Fond of a ki^s uud fond of u guiuea. 

“She leaves a sou and daughter, both of whom 
have tried without the slightest success the profession 
of their mother, aud have also appeared in the capacity 
of musical composers. Her son, Eugene Dejazet, was 
for a Dumber of years the business manager of his 
mother, and has probably contributed just as much to 
the ruin of her fonuuc as did her own generosity and 
recklessucss." 

It is related, as illustrating Mme. Dejn/.et’s youthful 
appearance and ways in her old age, that ou her Iasi 
appearance in public, Queen Isabella, who was present 
in ihe theatre, inquired, " How old is Dejazet" She 
will soon, madanic, be twenty years.” “Twenty 
years 1" “ Yes, niadame, for the fourth lime I"

Brook Trout. 

The Pennsylvania Fish Commissioner’s Report gives 
these facts, suggestions and recommendations about 
brook trout: 

The fish which affords the most delight, both to the 
epicure aud sportsman, of any which are found in the 
waters of our State, is the brook trout. Their value 
cousists in the fact that they haunt the shallow moun¬ 
tain brooks which could not be made to yield any 
other variety of fish. Their gamey qualities, and the 
picturesqueness of the scenery generally surrounding 
the waters in which they are. found, have made them 
eagerly sought after by those in search of their health 
or pleasure, to such a degree, that in waters which once 
abounded with them, they are now found with great 
difficulty. The trout is not a fruitful fish, they neither 
multiply or grow rapidly. This species, while they do 
not exercise the care for their young, do not yield near 
the quantity of eggs that the bass do. A mature or 
full-grown pair of trout will yield from eight hundred 
to three, thousand eggs, while a like pair of bass will 
yield from twenly-rivc to forty thousand eggs. The 
work of re-stocking the large number of streams 
througuout the Commonwealth, which were or have 
been the natural Imunls of the trout, is a work of such 
great magnitude, that wc do not deem it advisable at 
this early period of our labors to undertake it. We 
would recommend, however, Ibe enactment of such 
laws as will give a greater amount of protection than 
those now upon our statute books. It is well known 
among those who have given the subject any attention, 
that in early Bpring the tish are almost ravenous from 
hunger, and take with avidity any bait which may be 
thrown to them, so that by persistently fishing the nar¬ 
row mountain streams, it is possible to utterly extermi¬ 
nate them; at this season of the year, too, they arc 


are hardly fit for food; they are weak aud thin on ac¬ 
count of their winter starvation. We would urge, con¬ 
sequently, tbe adoption of such legislation as will 
confine the fishing for them to a later, and a shorter 
period. 

Another cause of their decrease, besides that of their 
being so much sought after, is the establishment of 
tanneries and saw-mills upon the bunks of the streams 
which arc inhabited by them. Tauueries utilize the 
mountain streams by converting them into sewers to 
carry off their refuse. Lime and ammonia, which are 
largely used in the process of tanning, arc both viru¬ 
lent poison to the lish. The result is that whenever 
upon our trout streams a tannery is once established, 
Ihe fish very rapidly disappear. This destruction is 
wanton aud unnecessary, as by making surface pools 
or by sinking wells iu a manner similar to Ibul which 
our iron miners adopt iu order to get rid of the sulphur- 
rous mine water, it is possible for these tanneries lo so 
conduct their operations as to leave the water of the 
stream upon whose bauks they are erected, uupolluled 
by their refuse, itml to thus enjoy their rights without 
infringing upon others. Wc consequently recommend 
the enactment of a statute that will make it illegal for 
proprietors of tanneries lo pollute with their refuse, 
not only trout streams, but any of the waters in the 
Btatc. 


Salmon Fishing on the Pacific. 

A correspondent of the Cincinnati Enquirer, writing 
from the Pacific coast, describes the salmon fisheries 
as follows: 

As we returned to Portland we found Ihe salmon 
fisheries thickly set along the river above Astoria, 
closed for the season. Foi tuuatcly, we had been down 
the river while they were in operation and made our¬ 
selves familiar with their meihod of working. The 
season begins in April and closes in July. The fish 
are tukeu in tide-water by means of traps and nets as 
they ascend the river. They are brougut in immense 
quantities to the warehouses, which are merely boarded 
over and set on wharves projecting to the river. The 
labor of preparing and packing is almost entirely tloue 
by Chinamen. The fish is thrown ou to a table before 
a wiry little Chinaman, who, with quick, accurate 
strokes of a knife cuts off" the head, the fins and tail, 
with one stroke lays open the abdomen, removes the 
viscera, aud passes the fish along to an udjoiniug 
table; tbu refuse dropping into the river, where it is 
greedily eaten by myriads of small fish, who throng in 
masses around the fishery, or is received by scows uud 
carried away to be “ tried-out" for the oil contained, 
the Columbia river salmon being unusually fat. The 
secoud Ghinnmau lakes the decapitated fish aud cuts it 
into thick slices, which are thrown into large vats or 
tubs of clear water, where the blood is soaked out. 
The fish is then put into tin cans holdiug one and two 
pounds, care being taken to'fill Ihe can with the fiBh. 
Thu cover is soldered on, end a small hole pierced in 
it. The cans are then placed ou racks iu kettles of 
boiling water und suffered to remuiu uutil the air is ex¬ 
hausted, wlieu the nimble Chinese take them out, cover 
the hole with a drop of solder, and they are ready to 
label and pack. Tbe precision and rapidity of the 
workmen is astonishing—more like machinery than 
human labor. The yield of the present year is from. 
225,000 lo 235,000 cases, in round numbers. This year’s 
business is not equal to that of the last, owing to a 
false panic as regarded the supply of fish, gotten up by 
speculators last spring. Last year the canned fish sold 
for $0 per case of four dozen cans. This year the price 
has not gone above $4.35 per dozen, while the demand 
for export is constantly increasing. The salmon of the 
Columbia river is of a peculiarly fine flavor, more deli¬ 
cate and still richer than any other in the market. 
Salmon fishing is carried on at the mouths of the 
ltougue, Umpqua, Coqville and other Oregon rivers, 
but the lish are not as fine as those of the Columbia. 


—A diamond, said to be the largest in the United 
States, is in the possession of Col. J. H. Wood, of 
Philadelphia, who was in Baltimore Tuesday, and ex¬ 
hibited it to some friends at Mr. L. M. Cole’s office,Cam¬ 
den Station. The diamond wus found at the Cape of 
Good Hope, Southern Africa, and weighed in the rough 
107 carats, it was cut in New York at a cost of $ 1 , 000 , 
aud reduced to 40 carats. It is what is called by con¬ 
noisseurs a little “ oil'color,” being of a delicate straw 
tint, but very brilliant, especially by gas light. It is 
about three quarters of an inch in diameter, or the size 
of a common hickory nut, and has sixty face sides, 
each of which reflect the light. It at present composes 
the set of a heavy gold riiij}. if it were awhile diamond 
its value would be immense, but being “oft" color” it 
has been valued by Tiffany, of New York, at only 
$50,000. Col. Wood, who has a pcnchantfordiainonds, 
owns two others, which he wears, valued at $10,000 or so 
apiece .—Baltimore Sun. 


Sale ok 4th Duke op Hilluoiist. —Col. Wm. E. 
Simms, Paris, Ky., has bought of Col. Robert Hollo¬ 
way, of Alex, ill., the eleven mouth9 old bull called 
4th Duke of Hillhurst, red, by 14th Duke of Thorn- 
dale 827, out of 10th Duchess of Airdrie, by Royal Ox¬ 
ford 486, for $12,000. The calf was at M. H. Coch 
raue’s, Compton, Cu., of whom Col. Holloway purchas¬ 
ed him in April last, aud Col. Simms had the refusal at 
the above price if bo liked him. We learn that Col. 
Simms has refused $18,000 for him since the purchase.

That the ball be composed of woolen yarn aud covered with 
leather. No India rubber. The Idea Is, not to have the ball any 
the less lively than It Is at present, but to try and have it average 
more satisfactorily than heretofore; not to have the score two 
to one »>r one to uothlug one duy, und the next day, between the 
same nines, to have it reach double figures. It is frequently the 
cause of fault-finding and dissatisfaction, aud the players are 
held responsible wheu they are not at all to blame. 

A Foul .!f/riA:s.- 8 hould the batsman when he strike* the ball 
have any part of either of hie feet outside the lines of hls posi¬ 
tion, the umpire must call -foul strike,’* Ac.. Ac In addition to 
being declared out on such a strike, if the ball Is caught fair or 
foal, he shall be declared out at first base the same ax If he had 
made a fair strike.

— King of tbe Forest, by Scottish Chief-L’oness, will have as 
fine an opportunity of getting winners as any stallion in England, 
as owners are seuding first rate mares to him. If he gets anything 
a^ good as himself fu his first three seasons he will do well as a 
game race horse. He had few superiors. 

—Cumbnscan has gone to Austria to join Buccaneer; they will 
want him back soon. 

—Mr. II. Halley's brown filly foal, by Umpire, dam by Tim 
Whiffier out of LaMaudite, is named Miss Grace. 

— England is not letting her thoroughbreds go abroad so cheaply 
as heretofore. It cost tbe outside world £214,848 In the last ten 
months, to the £ 175,1 >94 of the year previous. 

—The English are dally finding out that they have sold some of 
their best material to go abroad. They want to buy back Mineral, 
the dam uf tbe winner of the Dewhurst Plate, from the Hungari¬ 
ans, but they do not quite see It. 

—Tbe Mentmore stud has lost one of Its stars in Hannah, the 
winner of the ooe thousand guineas. Oaks aud St. Leger iu 1871. 
She was found lying in her stall on tbe morning of November 
24th, evidently safferlog from pain, and died on the eatne day 
after giving birth to twin foals. Hannah was a daughter of King 
Tom, dam Mentmore Lass. 

—The two celebrated race horses. Lowlander and Thunder, 
have been matched to run over the Rowley mile, on Wednesday, 
at the next Newmarket Craven meeting, next April, on the fol¬ 
lowing terms: Mr. H. Bird's chestnut horse Lowlander, 125 lbs., 
against Mr. Yyner s bay horse Thunder. 115 lbs., both then six 
years old, over the Rowley mile for £1.000, £100 forfeit. 

—After much agitation the matter of Queen's plates bas been 
looked into and re-organized. The same sum as heretofore is to 
be allowed, but the prizes are to be of double the usual value, but 
to be biennial instead of annual. The usual Queen's Plate meet¬ 
ings are told off Id pairs, with the exception of New Market, York 
aud Richmond, aud are to have £.*00 to each, of each pair iu alter¬ 
nate years. New Market is to have £300 and York £200 a year, 
whilst Richmond bas £200 every alternate year, being withoat a 
twin. 

—The Australian Derby, for three-year-olds, IH miles, was won 
by Ricbmood, by Marlbyroooog, he by Imported Fisherman 
(a winner of maoy Queen's Plates), beating the imported Valetta 
colt, by Kingston. In 2.45, time only beaten lu a very few in¬ 
stances In this country, though with much less weights in every 
instance. The Jersey Derby in 1874 was won by Brigand, carry¬ 
ing 110 pounds, in 2.44fc. The Ladles' stake at Jerome Park Id 
1874, lu 2.42by Bonaventure. carrying 107 pounds, and tbe Bel¬ 
mont stakes, in 1874. run iu 2 89)4 by imp. Saxon, carrying 110 
pounds. This speaks well for the Australian horses. But good 
as this Is. lt is far eclipsed by tbe performance of Goldsboroagb, 

5 years old. who, carrying 128 lbs., won the great Metropolitan 
stakes, two miles in 3 minutes 34 and 2-10seconds, tbe fastest 
time on record there, and 3-10 of a second faster than oar best 
time, with much lower weights up.

The San Francisco Race. 

TUe members of the Pacific Jockey Club seem some¬ 
what iuiligunnt at the press east of the Missouri River 
for the manner in which it has criticized them in rela¬ 
tion to the big race which they advertised to take place 
in that city on the 18th of November last, and which 
was postponed, on account of the rain, “ till the next 
fair day." They state that their action has been per¬ 
fectly honorable, and satisfactory to the owners of 
horses entered for the race ; that the delay was una¬ 
voidable on account of the bad condition of tbe horses, 
caused by being attacked with the epizootic. They 
now announce that there is good reason to believe that 
the race will take place on Christmas day, as nil the 
horses are reported to lie in good condition, except Wild 
Idle, who has been withdrawn because of the belief 
thill he was broken down iu tbc last nice he run, and 
not on account of his present temporary illness. The 
horse Foster, from Oregon, is announced to take his 
place. This is the horse that came in third in the din¬ 
ner-party stakes race that took place in Baltimore in 
1870. As now reported, the entries for the race stand 
as follows: Springbok, Rutherford, Griostead, Katy 
Pease, Golden Gate and Foster. 

The interest in regard to this great four-mile race, 
for a purse of $30,001), may be revived in California, 
but it is not out this way to any considerable extent. 
We are willing to look upon the event us a fact when 
it takes place, aud not before. 

We thiuk the members of the Pacific Jockey Club 
are deserving of all the lushing they have received, as 
their course has been anything but honorable. Had 
they been disposed, the race could have come off a 
month ago as well as al any other time. The fact of 
the matter is, it savors too much of a “jockey affair," 
and has from its very ineipiency. A big blow was 
made over the large amount of money offered as pre¬ 
miums, as an inducement to bring together the best 
horses iu the country and a large crowd of spectators. 
By this method they had hoped to draw from the pock¬ 
ets of the people not only enough to pay the prizes and 
expenses, but a goodly sum with which to line their 
own purses. This was all right, but once having made 
the announcement that the race would take place, they 
should have kept their word, even at the risk of being 
losers to considerable c-xtcut. They hud no right to 
draw parties from the East at a very large expense to 
each, under the pretense that a great race for a large 
sum of money was to be run, and then because every¬ 
thing did not turn out just as they had anticipated, 
throw cold water on the whole affair. The first post¬ 
ponement may have been perfectly legitimate, but 
when they announced that the race would come oft' on 
the first "fair day,” they should have kept their word. 
But no, they probably would not have been happy had 
I hey done this. It was evidently an affair gotten up to 
make money for the Golden Gate City, including hotel 
keepers, and the managers were bound to conduct it on 
that principle, and so they seem to have done, paid-for 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding. Hereafter 
it would be well for the members of the Pacific 
Jockey Club, before they make a public announcement, 
to satisfy themselves that they DOt only have the neces¬ 
sary means at hand to carry out the programme, but 
that they arc ready and willing to do so, whether they 
make or lose. They will find this course absolutely 
necessary if they wish to gain the confidence and re- 
Bpect of honorable sporting men. 
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"The Lively Ball.” 

One. of the. editorial staff of that weathercock sheet, 
yclept the Tribune, has taken some exceptions to an 
article which appeared in the last issue of Tins Fiei.d, 
advocating a “lively ball." Iu his article of last Sun¬ 
day he shows most clearly that he does not know the 
meaning of a lively ball; he labors under the misap¬ 
prehension that such a one must be made mostly of 
India rubber, when tbe fact is that a ball can be 
made lively without any of the above article. lie 
shows clearly that his base-ball education has been 
sadly neglected, otherwise he would know that all the 
professional base-ball players of the country prefer a 
lively to a dend bull. It is only inzy men who want 
the latter, as it gives them a greater opportunity to pet 
out of the way when they sec a ball coming. We 
presume that the aforesuid writer would be at home 
in this crowd. There iB already a proposition on foot 
to change the composition of the ball for the next 
season, and have it mado wholly of woolen yarn, with 
a covering of leather. This is done, not for the pur¬ 
pose of making the ball any the less lively, but to have 
it average more satisfactorily thau heretofore. 

In advocating a lively ball wc arc not catering to the 
kid-glove fraternity, but to gentlemen who make a busi¬ 
ness of playing base ball on a salary. It needs no ar¬ 
gument to show that it is more difficult to handle a 
lively ball thau a dead one, and therefore a skillful 
player will show to better advantage with the former 
than the latter, especially when competing with those 
of ordinary capacity. Wc presume, however, that the 
Tribune corps would be more at home with a dead 
ball, as the word lioely seems to have faded from its 
vocabulary some lime since. 

National Trotting Association. —The Board of 
Appeals met in regular session in New York city on 
the 1-Uh inst. It is to be hoped that their labors will 
result in an off‘dual remedy for tbe present unsatis¬ 
factory condition of affairs. The number of cases for 
l'tgig ation on Dec. 1st was 1,100 horses and 1,000 own¬ 
ers and drivers, showing the large growth of the trot¬ 
ting interest. The bulk of these cases are suspensions 
for the non-payment of entrance nioucy to purses. 
Under the rules, nominations must be accompanied 
with the usual percentage of the purse, but the desire 
to secure long list of entries, has created a credit sys¬ 
tem which has become a burden. It will not be a very 
difficult task for the Board to rescind the unreasonable 
action relating to the re-instatement of Uorses expelled 
for fraudulent entries by the payment of a simple $100 
fine. Many of the rules as they now stand auc inefficient, 
while others are a dead letter upon the statute book, 
offering a premium on fraud, nnd a loop hole for the 
escape of the offender. The biennial meeting of the 
congress will convene in New York in February next, 
when it is expected a balance sheet of the Board will 
be exhibited to its sustniners, and the interests of the 
western turfmen will be subserved by a revision of 
those rules, which, as they now stand, forbodes a 
wreck. 

National Doa Snow.—The coming dog show in 
Chicago augurs well for a grand success. Judging by 
the interest which is being manifested by gentlemen in 
all parts of the country who are owners of tiue dogs, it 
will probably be the largest and finest affair of the kind 
that has ever taken place in this country. The exhi¬ 
bition, which includes poultry, pigeons and dogs, will 
be held in the Exposition Building, beginning on the 
‘20th of January and ending ou the 28lh—lasting eight 
days. It is desired that all dogs be entered by the 10th 
of January, and that they be at the building by 0 p. m. 
of Ihc2-Uh. The entrance fee will be $2 00 in any 
class where the special premium amounts to $25.00 and 
upwards; and $1.50 where the special prize is less than 
$25.00. Impartial and competent judges will be se¬ 
lected to award the prizes, and everything done to 
make the affair satisfactory in every particular, so far 
as human ingenuity is capable. All gentlemen present 
at this Bbow are cordially invited to visit the office of 
The Field, and we will try and make them as comfort¬ 
able as possible.

Association for the Protection of Fish and Game. 

“A number of sportsmen viewing with regret the in¬ 
creasing scarceness of game and fish in this country, 
and attributing it in a great measure to the want of 
proper protection and to the imperfect way in which 
the game laws arc enforced, lately proposed organizing 
a “Game and Fish Protective Association," with the 
object of enforcing a strict observance of the game and 
fish laws by prosoeutiug any person found breaking 
them, and obtaining such alterations in the existing 
laws as might be thought desirable. A circular was 
accordingly issued calling a meeting of sportsmen, to 
be held on Tuesday evening, in the Ross'm House, and 
about forty gentlemen responded to the call. Among 
those present were Mr. J. O. Howard, Major Draper, 
Messrs. Stephen Heward, Arthur Boswell, David Ward, 
Geo. Wariu, T. G. Bright, It Hunter, James Morrison 
T. H. Marsh, J. Maughan, Robt. ltennardson, C. Dur- 
nan, J. Foreman, J. ifi. Robertson, Robt. Smith, J. H. 
Morris, and — Wells, Chatham, Mr. Heward was 
elected to the chair, and Mr. T. H^Marsh acted as 
secretary. It was unanimously resolved to form the 
association proposed, and Messrs. T. H. Marsh, C. 
Shears, W. H. Coen, A L. Boswell, and Stephen Hew- 
ard were appointed a committee to draft a constitution, 


and report as early as possible. It was resolved to ap¬ 
ply to the Ontario Legislature to abolish spring duck, 
snipe, and woodcock shouting, and to extend the close 
season for these birds until the first of September."

Rifle Shooting at Boston. 

Bostoh, Dec. 11.—To The Field ;-The gentlemen who will ul- 
ultimatelv form Maseachueaefe Rifle Association, ora couple of 
ecore of them at least, met again at the Spy Pond range Saturday 
for practice. The day waa not altogether favorable, but the ehoot< 
log waa doue under the same coudltiona that have hitherto ob¬ 
tained in their practice. Tbe targets were four feet square, the 
distance 200 ya, da, bull’s-eye 8 Inches, and the ehooting was done 
from ihe shoulder without rest. 

There has for some time paat been felt among these rifle practi¬ 
tioners a dissatisfaction with the Creedmoor taiget, becauee by ita 
use the record did not show very closely the comparative excel¬ 
lence of two or more perHOna’ abota. With this target there was a 
buU s-eye 8 Inches in diameter; outaide of that a ring 8 inchea In 
width, and outaide of the latter a ring of the same width; a shot 
Inside of the bull’s-eye anywhere counted 5. if It was a ‘plumb 
ceutre’’It counted no-more tban if it wae 4 or 4ft inches away 
from the spot. eo. with outer rings. A shot In the 1st ring closelto 
the bull’s-eye. would count no more than one 8 inchea further re¬ 
moved from the centre. 

Supposing that a man put 10 shots Into the target, each one verg¬ 
ing on the outer edge of the bull s-eye, and supposing that tbe ag 
grecale measurement of bis string was 50 inches from tbe ceutre 
another niignt put 10 shots into the same ring and on the outer 
edge thereof, aud make a string aggregating, for example, 140 
inches from tbe bull s-eye. By the Creedmoor system one man 
would make as good a score as another, each would aggregate 40. 
because all the suots would be lu the second ring. or rather the 1st 
ring outside the bull's-eye, and each shot bv that system would 
count 4 on the score. Ae a matter of fact, however, the first man’s 
score would be vastly better than that of the second. True it 1 b 
that this practice leas fair for one mau as another, nut it does not 
closely ehow the comparative excellence of two or more Deis one 
ehootlng. 

To do away to a degree with this dissatisfaction, the committee 
introduced ^target which waB primarily of the Creedmoor pat¬ 
tern; thee inside the large rings were drawu others two iDches 
apart, and numbered outward from the centre, which wae 12 11 , 
in, 9, 8. 7, 8, 5. 4. etc. 

Tbe markers indicated by email targets bearing corresponding 
figures where each shot struck, aud the rifleman by this means 
was informed almost immediately, within two iuebes, where his 
bullet bit, while at the same time it wins feasible lo keep the score 
hy the Creedmoor system. To carry out the principle to its fur¬ 
ther limit, it would only be necessary to increase the number of 
rings, and have them onlyso far apart as the diameter of the bul¬ 
lets used. If it waa desired to make a very close comparison of 
shots Ared by different Individuals, this would perhaps bo tile 
most f, asible way of doing It. 

If the element of competition is not to enter into Ibis practice 
it matters little, perhaps, where the target is. Without competi¬ 
tion where is the interest) with It, why not draw the lines due?
